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Senior U.S. officials 
anxious to limit 
spy affair fallout

WASHINGTON. - Senior Reagan' 
administration officials were yester- 
day continuing to try to ease the 
crisis atmosphere in U.S.-Israel rela- 
tions that resulted from the Jonathan 
lav Pollard spy case. 

President Reagan and Secretary 
of State George Shultz were de- 
scribed by their aides as very anxious 
to limit any long-rerm fallout from 
the affair, especially now that Israel 
has formally apologized for 
the alleged espionage in Washington 
and has pledged its cooperation into 
the investigation, 

U.S. officials were distressed by 
reports from Israel that Rafael 
Eitan, the Israeli intelligence opera- 
tive said to have run the unit in- 
vo' ed in the affair, would probably 
m be punished. But they recog- 
nised that punishing this official 
could have very serious domestic 


Peres: Ties withstood test

Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
declared that the Pollard spy affair 
■was a “test of relations between 
Israel and the U.S., and we have 
passed the test.” 

At a closed meeting over break- 
fast at the Jerusalem Hilton with the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, the 
premier said that during the past 24 
hours, “we have cleared up many 
misunderstandings that existed. It is 
important to preserve relations with 
the U.S., which recently reached 
their peak,- for the sake of both 
countries and for the sake of the free 
world.” 

He particularly praised U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 


He disclosed that Shultz called him 
at 3 a.m. on Sunday and that the two 
had a long talk on die spying affair. 

The Pollard scandal, Peres said, 
was a case of an “isolated spy” and 
his employment violated the Israeli 
policy of not spying on the U.S. “I 
think that if you make a mistake, the 
best thing is to have the courage to 
admit it and apologize,” Peres 
added. 

Taming to the peace process 
Peres voiced pleasure at the depar- 
ture of the directors-general delega- 
tion for Egypt, where he said they 
will discuss Israel's request for the 
return of Egypt's ambassador, nor- 
malization of relations and solving 
the Taba problem. All issues will be

Sharon blasts ‘political leaks’ 


Industry Minister Ariel Sharon 
last night decried reports linking him 
and former prentierJMsuadtenvSe- 
gin to the Pollard spy scandal as 
“baseless” and “politically moti- 
vated.” 

Sharon spoke to reporters at Ben- 
Gurion Airport on his arrival from 
Paris after a trip to the U.S. and 
South America. 

“The attempts in Israel... to pin 
(the Pollard case) on previous gov- 
ernments and on people like 
Menachem Begin and me, who had 
no connection to this case - they’re 
very serious, and they've caused 
heavy damage,” Sharon said. 

' “There have been leaks that 


Menachem Begin was connected to 
this, there have been leaks that 1 was 
connected to it - and it’s baseless. - 

You can’t ignore the feeling that this 
is exploitation (of the spy case) for 
internal political purposes,” be said. 

Asked about Rafael Eitan, a for- 
mer Sharon aide who later served as 
Begin s adviser em terrorism and has 
been linked to the' Pollard case, 
Sharon said; “I didn't know anything 
and I wasn’t involved. There’s ho 
basis for connecting my name to this 
matter.” 

Sharon said the U.S. and Israel 
traditionally have dose relations and 
that he expected the two countries 
“would get over this affair.” (Itim)

RAMALLAH - Leading Palesti- 
nian moderate lawyer Aziz She- 
hadeh was last night stabbed to 
death outride his home here by un- 
known assailants.

Shehadeh, 73, who bad the largest 
law office on the West Bank, left his 
brother, wife and four other advo- 
cates in his office and drove to his 
home, arriving at 7 p.m. His 
assailant (or assailants) attacked him 
when he arrived, stabbing him in the 
neck and back. 

The head of the Judea Police, 
David Cohen told The Jerusalem

Post that Shehadeh had left his 
Ramallah office at 6.45 p.m. 

One or more people waited at his 
house in ambush and “slaughtered” 
him* Cohen reported. Cohen would 
not say whether the knife was found, 
but another source reported finding 
a blood-stained knif e. A neighbour 
alerted police. 

The police investigation is pro- 
ceeding on a number of lines, as it is 
not dear whether the murder was 
political, or connected with She- 
hadeh's extensive business dealings. 
Shehadeh had business interests in 
Israel and the West Bank, and was 
involved in a number of land deals.

Treasury dismayed by big budget

■ Treasury heads were dismayed 
yesterday by Sunday night's decision 
to reject most of their proposals for 
cutting $600 million from next year's 
budget. ' 

“The only meaning of the 
cabinet’s decision was that 13 hours 
were lost in pointless debate,'* a 
senior ministry official said. 

Cabinet ministers agreed on 
where to cut $400m. from the 
budget. The remaining $200m. in 


cuts was left to be negotiated be- 
tween Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i, Prime Minister Peres and 
the other ministers. 

The $21.2 billion budget would 
result in SV^per cent unemployment. 
Furthermore, if the Treasury has its 
way, some 5 ,000 jobs would be cut in 
the public sector workforce, accord- 
ing to officials. 

The prices of subsidized goods 
would increase under the proposed 
budget. Taxes would also rise, the 
officials added. 


Subsidies would be reduced gra- 
dually, and the resulting price hikes 
would not push the Consumer Price 
Index up by more than l.S per cent. 
Treasury officials said. 

The officials warned that wage 
increases exceeding the 12 per cent 
agreed to by the employers and the 
Hjstadrut would force the govern- 
ment to devalue the shekel and 
would spark inflation. 

Subsidies would be cut by $120m.

Tamar Artzi gets a warm welcome home

REVTVIM. - Tamar Artzi, 24, who 
was shot by the hijackers of the 
Egyptair fight from Athens to Cairo 
last week, came back -borne to this 
Negev kibbutz last night in an ambu- 
lance. 

The room where reporters 
gathered for an informal press con- 
ference filled slowly with friends and 
wellwishers who waited to hear 
Tamar’s story firsthand. A sign on 
the wall said: “Tamar - Hugging 
-You «an Your Return.” - • - 

Tamar Artzi, looking well in 
casual clothes, had only good things 
to say about her stay at the hospital 
in Malta. 

“I don’t know what the hijackers 
wanted and who they were,” she 
said. “They had a nasty smile and 
frisked us and then shot us. Nobody 
dared move*, everyone prayed the 
earth would swallow him up. 

‘T was the first one shot so I don’t 
know what happened on the plane. 
The only thing they said in the begin- 
ning, in English; was that the Egyp- 
tian revolution won’t harm anybody. 


“I was separated from [my com- 
panion Nhzan Mendelson] soon af- 
ter the hijacking. We were told to sit 
apart, and when told to get out, that 
one Isradh can leave, rite said she 
didn’t feel well and told me to go. 

“Twenty minutes after take-off we 
realized that we were hijacked. A 
man talked in Arabic ana we didn’t 
understand wbat be said. Then after 
a while we landed. The injured ste- 
wardesses and some Filipino 
women were allowed off. I thought 
that I was also going to be released. 
The gay didn’t say anything. He shot 
me and I tumbled down the steps. I 
feared be was behind me and I was 
afraid I might be in an alien land. 
Then be noticed me from above, saw 
I was moving, and shot me again. 
Then I lay there three hours in the 
cold, with lots of light and I was 
afraid. Rain fell, it was freezing. I 
heard shots and when I looked 
around I saw others around me. 
When the lights went off I started 
crawling away. I escaped under the 
plane. There were two darkened 
cars at the end of the runway. Some- 
body said we were in Malta, they 


spoke a language like Arabic so I 
said I was American.” 

Tamar’s mother Ora emphasized 
that the hospital in Malta treated her 
daughter well. “The telephone nev- 
er stopped ringing and we'd like to 
thank everyone for their concern 
and help. We made contact with a 
Jewish family in Malta and we hope 
to help them come to live in Israel. 

“Tamar was surrounded by secur- 
ity police and the Maltese made sure 
she would not be harmed any furth- 
er,” Ora said. “We were constantly 
with Nitzan’s parents.” 

Nitzan Mendelson, of Kibbutz 
Hulata, was critically wounded by 
the hijackers and died on Sunday.

Talks in Cairo between tbe 
visiting Israeli delegation of 
directors-general and their Egyp- 
tian hosts are expected to focus 
today on bilateral issues such as 
the Ras Burka killings and nor- 
malization of relations between 
the two states. .They will move on 
to the Taba issue only tomorrow, 
according to sources in Jeru- 
salem. 

Israeli officials say the talks are 
designed to cover the whole complex 
of outstanding issues between the 
two countries, including normaliza- 
tion of relations. The Egyptians 
are officially defining the talks as a 
new round of 'Taba negotiations.” 
The Israeli delegation, headed by 
the director-general of tbe Prime 
Minister’s Office, Avraham Tamir, 
and Foreign Ministry Director- 
General David Kimcbe, and includ- 
ing Defence Ministry representative 
Tat-Aluf Dov Sion, arrived in Cairo 
by air last night. 

At Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir’s 
insis tence, the delegation will devote 
today’s session to sounding out the 
Egyptians on the October 5 Ras 
Burka killing of seven Israelis by an 
Egyptian trooper, as well as various 
facets of normalization, including 
the return of the Egyptian ambassa- 
dor to Tel Aviv. Tbe ambassador 
was recalled to Cairo after the Sabra 
and Shatilla massacre in Beirut in 
September, 1982. 

Shamir last week said that the 
talks on Taba would be renewed 
only after die Egyptians transmitted 
to Israel a full report on the Ras 
Burka killings . At Sunday’s inner 
cabinet meeting, however, Shamir 
backed off from this position and 
agreed to the resumption of tbe Taba 
talks - suspended tty Egypt two 
months ago after the Israel Air Force 
raid on PLO headquarters in Tunisia 
- before the submission of the re- . 
port. Shamir insisted, however, that' 
the talks first cover various bilateral 
issues induding'Ras Burka. 

Sources in Jerusalem said that the 
directors-general will ask the Egyp- 


tians for clarifications on Ras Burka, 
including information about the 
possible presence ar the Gulf Df 
Akaba site of Egyptian soldiers 
(contrary to the demilitarization 
provisions of Israel -Egypt peace 
agreements); on the lack of immedi- 
ate medical attention for the Israeli 
casualties (which was said to have 
caused five of the seven deaths); on 
assurances about the safety of Israeli 
tourists in Sinai: and on financial 
compensation to the families of tbe 
victims. Egyptian Oil Minister 
Abdel Hani Kandil, during his visit 
here last week, said that Israel would 
receive the report on the Ras Burka 
incident by the end of December. 

The two sides may also discuss 
the possibility of Egyptian permis- 
sion for an Israeli or joint Israeli- 
American search in Egyptian territo- 
rial waters for the remains of the 
Israel Navy submarine Dakar, which 
vanished off the Egyptian 
Mediterranean coast in 1969 with 69 
men on board. 

Today a team of Foreign Ministry 
experts, from the legal and Egypt 
departments, will fly to Cairo to join 
the directors-general in preparation 
for tomorrow's talks on Taba. The 
discussion is expected to focus on the 
idea, content and machinery of con- 
ciliation between the two countries 
as a means of solving tbe dispute. 
Earlier this year, Israel and Egypt 
tentatively agreed to discuss a li- 
mited stage of conciliation before 
moving on, if conciliation is unsuc- 
cessful, to seeking a solution through 
some form of international arbitra- 
tion. 

In Israel, the Prime Minister's 
Office and the Foreign Ministry are 
at odds over Taba, with the Prime 
Minister’s Office favouring (along 
with Egypt) immediate submission 
of the dispute to international 
arbitration. The Foreign Ministry 
would like to solve foe problem 
through conciliation. Being consi- 
dered between tbe two offices, and 
between Israel and Egypt, w itfie idea 
of trying out a limited period of 
conciliation which, If unsuccessful, 
will be superseded by arbitration.

set, complained to reporters yester- 
day about a statement made by Peres 
to tbe visiting members of the Con- 
ference of Presidents of major Jew- 
ish organizations, in which he called 
for a moratorium on the Who’s a Jew 
proposal for the next 10 years. ■ 


Paris robbers net $9 million from Brinks 




PARIS (Reuter). - Armed raiders stole 70 million francs 
(59 million) from the Brinks Armoured Transport Com- 
pany yesterday in an elaborate operation that produced 
one of tbe biggest cash hauls ever made by robbers in 
France, police said. 

They said the robbers, working . in two teams and 
i maintaining contact with one another by walkie-talkie, 
executed the meticulously-timed operation faultlessly 
over a period of almost eight hours. 

First, armed with rifles and' revolvers, they attacked 
two Brinks employees at their homes Sunday night, 
forcing them to drive with gang-members to a company 
office .at Colombes; northwest of Paris, and open a 
strongroom there. 

Other gunmen held the wives of the two employees 
hostage at home until .the operation was completed 
shortly before dawn yesterday. 

Only when the cash was removed - at about 5 a.m. - 


was the signal given for "the hostages to be released, 
pofice said. 

Police said they were convinced the robbery, which 
they described as brilliantly planned and executed, took 
place with inside information. 

They said they still did not know how many robbers 
were involved. 

The cash was removed in a small truck tty the raiders, 
who wore bullet-proof vests. 

Brinks handles the transport of cash for banks and 
other financial companies in the French capital. 

Pofice in southern France are still investigating a series 
of attacks against armoured security vehicles in the 
Marseilles region. 

In eight attacks since the start of the year some 16.2 
million francs ($1.2m.) have been stolen. 

Three guards have been killed and four injured. There 
were no immediate reports of injuries in the latest 
robbeiy.

Larnaca defendants admit 


Three terrorists who killed a re- 
serve soldier were yesterday sent- 
enced to Hfe imprisonment by the 
mfljtary court in Ramallah. 

The three residents of the Ramal- 
lah district, Rafa Nasser, 24, 
Mohammed Nasser, 30, and Rifat 
AH, 20, were convicted of shooting 
reserve soldier Aharon Avidar in 
Ramallah last February. 

They were also convicted of killing 
a Ramallah man they suspected of 
“collaborating'' with the Israeli au- 
thorities, of throwing grenades at 
IDF vehicles and planting bombs, 
and of belonging to the . Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine- 

The prosecutor had asked the 
court to hand down life sentences. 
But she also suggested that the 
judges consider imposing the death 
sentences, which military courts 
have the power to do. 


Before deciding cm die sentence 
the judges allowed the defendants to 
speak to the court. One of the men 
argued, “We're not criminals or ter- 
rorists. We’re fighting just like you 
fought the British." 

At the time of their arrest, tbe . 
three were found to be in possessum 

of an arsenal including seven gre- 
nades, two kilograms of explosives, - 
two pistols and a rifle. They confer / 

sed to the police and re-euacted their . 

crimes, but during the trial refused 
to testify.

North Yemen denies forced conversions 


SANAA (Reuter). - North Yemen 
has denied charges levelled by Yesti- 
nite Jews in Israel that it forced up to 
1,000 Yemenite Jews to convert to 
Islam. 

The official Saba news agency 
quoted a Foreign Ministry source as 
saying Sunday night the reports were 


“baseless and false and revealed 
Israel's aggressive intentions against 
the Palestinian people and the Arab 
world.” 

He added that Yemenite Jews 
enjoyed full rights under the Islamic 
laws on which the country based its 
constitution. 


NICOSIA (AP). - A Briton and two 
Arabs charged with the pre- 
meditated murder of three Israelis 
aboard a yacht in the Larnaca mari- 
na in Cyprus last September admit- 
ted killin g the three when their trial 
opened here yesterday. 

But they refused to plead guilty, 
indicating they would try to defend 
their action as justifiable and conse- 
quently not something for which 
they could plead guilty. 

Prosecuting counsel Kupros Kyp- 
rianou made it clear in his opening 
address, however, that he would 
avoid “looking into the motives be- 
hind this case, thus carefully avoid- 
ing turning the temple of justice into 
a platform of political discussion and 
thus poison the calm atmosphere of 
the court.” 

A plea of guilty would have shor- 
tened the trial to just opening and 
closing statements by the prosecu- 


tion and the defence. The prosecu- 
tion is to present 43 witnesses to 
prove its case. 

The three men in the dock stood 
impassively during the opening pro- 
ceedings that ended with a 40- 
minute opening address by the pro- 
secution. 

The Briton, Ian Michael Davison, 
has grown a short, ginger-coloured 
beard since he and tus two compan- 
ions surrendered to the police after 
the murder of the three Israelis 
aboard their yacht. 

Described-in the charge sheet as a 
carpenter, 27, Davison is known to 
have joined the PLO in Lebanon 
three years ago, where he gave 
several interviews. 

The other two accused are: Haled 
aJ-Hatib, 28 a student holding a 
Syrian passport, and Abdul HaUfa, 
29, a labourer with a Jordanian pass- 
port. 


Israelis lose kidnapping appeal in UK 


Murphy due here on 'exploratory visit’

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy was due here late 
last night or early this morning to 
brief Israeli leaders on the results of 
his talks during the past few days in 
Amman, Riyadh, Baghdad, Cairo 
and Damascus, according to sources 
in Jerusalem. 


Murphy is scheduled to meet to- 
day with Prime Minister Peres and 
Vice Premier Shamir, and possibly 
also with Defence Minister Rabin. 

Murphy was last here 10 days ago, 
when he reported to Israel’s leaders 
on tire outcome of the summit meet- 
ing in Geneva between President 
Reagan and Soviet leader Gor- 
bachev. 

Sources in Jerusalem defined 
Morphy's current visit as the second 
stage of his “exploratory mission” in 
the Middle East, where he has 
sought to find a basis for the start of 


Israeli-Jordanian-Palestinian peace 
talks. 

The Foreign Ministry has “no 
great expectations” with regard to 
what Murphy may be coming with 
from Amman. But the Prime Minis- 
ter's Office remains hopeful that the 
logjam with Jordan and the Palesti- 
nians can be broken and that talks to 
achieve peace on the eastern front 
can be initiated.

LONDON. - The High Court 
yesterday rejected an appeal against 
the length of the sentences by three 
Israelis and a Nigerian convicted of 
the attempted kidnap of a former 
Nigerian politician. 

Ringleader Alexander Barak was 
sentenced last February to 14 yean 
for drugging Umaro Dikko and 
trying to smuggle him from London 
to Lagos in an aircraft baggage crate. 
Felix Abitbol and Lev-Arie Shapiro 
each got 10 years, and former Nige- 
rian army major Mohammed Yusuf 
was jailed for 12 years. 

The three appeals judges said 
that there was “no basis for consider- 


ing the sentences were in any way 
wrong." 

Appeal Court Judge Croom John- 
son said that he had been urged by 
defence lawyers to discount the idea 
that heavy sentences served as a 
deterrent, but on this matter the 
judges profoundly disagreed. 

The judges added that there were 
“many political refugees and exiles 
living in Britain whose governments 
may change with... rapidity. (They) 
must be free of any threat of being 
forcibly taken to their home coun- 
try.” The court could not consider 
the possible guilt of Dikko for 
alleged crimes against the people of 
Nigeria,- hegaid.

Kalkilya businessmen complain of lost profits as army lifts curfew

KALKILYA. - The IDF yesterday 
lifted the curfew it imposed here on 
Saturday after a terrorist shot and 
wounded an Israeli in the town. But 
local vegetable vendors, looking 
over their rotting wares, said the 
army’s action bad cost them their 
main business day. 


The curfew was originally im- 
posed on the entire town of 35,000 
just over the Green Line from Kfar 
Sava. It was later limited to the 


market area, and was lifted at noon 
yesterday. 

Hie shutdown apparently most 
hurt the vegetable vendors. They 
had stocked up for Saturday, their 
busiest day. Sometimes as many as 
10,000 Jews come here, leaving no 
parking space, according to Abed 
Mayor Abu-Sneineh. 

“If the Jews don’t come we have to 
throw the vegetables away,” trader 
Ali Abu Njein Shanti said. “Arabs 
buy half a kilo or a kilo, Jews buy a 
week's supply, so we wait for Satur- 
day. 


“One person is guilty,” said a local 
teacher, Khaled Hamdallah. but 
Israel “punishes all the people. The 
people are innocent,” he argued. 


The mayor, who owns a taxi com- 
pany, has offered a reward of 1,000 
Jordanian dinars (about IS3.9 mil- 
lion) for information leading to the 
arrest of the man who carried out the 
attack on Saturday. Abu-Sneineh 
told The Jerusalem Post that Kal- 
kilya is economically dependent on 


Jews, and he feared the attack would 
scare them away. 

Moreover, 80 per cent of Kalkfly- 
a's residents work in Israel or for 
Jews in the territories, and the 
mayor appeared concerned about 
possible retribution. 

But taxi driver Faisal Alayan said 
he believed people would be afraid 
to turn in the attacker. “They may be 
killed for that. It wasn't smart (to 
make the offer),” he said.

The Jerusalem Post reported at 
that time that the position paper 
contained six basic points: 

• Mutual recognition of the nation- 
al rights of Israelis and Palestinians. 

■ A plebiscite to decide whether 
West Bank inhabitants wanted to be 1 
united with Jordan or have their own 
independent state. 


• A non-aggression pact between 
Israel and a Palestinian state,’ 
whether link ed to Jordan or not. 

• Negotiated open borders between 
Israel and a Palestinian state, to be 
arrived at by agreement and not by 
armed conflict. 

• A just and generous settlement of 
the refugee problem on the basis of 
repatriation or compensation. 

- Shared sovereignty for Jeru- 
salem. 

In 1979, he expressed support for 
president Jimmy Carter’s efforts to 
wrap up the Israel-Egypt peace trea- 
ty, but said the Palestinians would 
only support a settlement if it in- 
cluded self-determination for 
Pales tinians- an end to Jewish settle- 
ment in the West Bank, and discus- 
sions about Jerusalem.

Most of the- 420,000 people who 
receive National insurance Institute 
pensions, child allotments and other 
payments .will, get benefits this 
month equal to or better than last 
month’s.

age wage received by the lowest 
categories of welfare recipients. 

“This was truly an achievement,” 
Ben- Shalom told The Jerusalem 
Post. “Although o us fight continues 
to anchor such temporary provisions; 
by law, it was agreed to extend the 
regulations through December.” 

He was referring to the expiration 
November 30 of interim regulations 
enacted last year which based Nil 
allotments on the average national 
wage, pins any wage increases or 


cost-of-living increments added to 
salaries during the period of calcula- 
tion. 

"“Since there was no cost-of-living 
increment in November, the Treas- 
ury agreed to extend the regulations 
for another month,”, said ' Ben- 
Shalom. “And because of the built- 
in linkage, the benefits will actually 
be increased by about 1 per cent."

Aids vic tims whoprepare or serve 
food for the public need not be 
barred from such work, since there is 
no danger of ttieir transmitting foe 
disease, the Health Ministry 
announced yesterday. 

The ministry released a summary 
of recommendations issued by the 
U.S. Public Health Service on the. 
dangers of exposure to Aids (ac- 
quired immune, deficiency syn- 
drome), and stated that Israel’s poK- ; 
cy is identical. 

Because Aids is a blood-borne, 
sexually transmitted disease that is 
not spread by casual contact, people 
who associate with Aids sufferers in . 
offices, schools or factories need not 
worry about becoming infected, foe 
•nimmary states. 


To allay public fears, foe report 
stresses that foe disease cannot be 
transmitted through the preparation i 
or serving of food and, beverages, j 
“Food service workers known to be j 
infected with Aids should pot be 
..restricted from work, unless they 
h ave another infection or illness that 
warrantS sucb restriction,” it states. 

The summary reiterates previous 
warnings to health-caf e workeis who 
may be exposed to blood from' per- 
sons infected with Aids. “Health- 
care workers should take all possible 
precautions to prevent needle in- 
jury,’' it - states, recommendmg tbe 
same caution as used in handling 
blood infected with viral hepatitis. 
Sincefoe hepatitis B virus is hardier 
and mcre infectious than Aids! pre- 
cautions taken agajnst it should also 
prevent the transmission ofAids.

BONN. - Jews are portrayed as 
“sinners and traitors, who have lost 
eveiy right to divine salvation,” by 
an official document prepared by foe 
West German Roman Catholics. 

The document has been prepared 
by foe general secretariat of foe 
Central Committee of foe German 
Catholics, the All- German Catholic 
Conference which is to take place in 
the city of Aachen next year. The 
document has been designed to pro- 
vide spiritual orientation to foe be- 
lievers. 

Referring to foe “divine rule” m 
Christianity, the document says that 
Jesus was convinced that ah of 
Israel, as existing at his time, is lost 
and has no more right to claim foe 
benefit of any former acts of salva- 
tion by God. 

Jesus did preach to Israel, de- 
scribed as “the collective of evil,” 
but this was only after he re- 
established Israel in the persons of 
the 12 apostles, the document says. 

It adds that Jesus forgave the tax 
collectors’ their sins. 

In New Testament terminology, 
“tax collectors” stand for traitors, 
since foey were Jews who collabo- 
rated with the Roman occupiers of 
Israel. 

Christian experts, questioned by 
foe The Jerusalem Post commented 
that foe ideas in foe Catholic docu- 
ment belong to the hard-line anti- 
Jewish school in the history of 
Christianity. Similar ideas were 
voiced in foe Third Reich by so- 
called “German Christians,” an 
organization of Protestants who 
tried to reconcile foe Christian faith 
with Nazi ideology. The experts 
added that there were similar voices 
in the Catholic Church at that time. 

The experts described foe present 
statements of the Catholic Central 
Committee as one of foe gravest 
attacks on Jews by official Christian 
representatives in Germany since 
foe end of World War II.

HAIFA. - A novel method for clearing sweet water lakes 
and ponds of foe minute day particles that often make 
their water muddy and unusable has been developed by a 
Technion scientist. 

Prof. Yoram Avmmelecb, of .the civil engineering 
faculty, found that algae can be grown in muddy lakes, 
foe institute’s spokeswoman has reported. This was 
contrary to the accepted opinion that muddy water keeps 
out sunlight and inhibits algae. 

The algae combine with tbe clay partides - by 
themselves so light that they float arid muddy tbe water - 
and make them heavy enough to rink to the bottom. 

The algae growth can be stimulated by fertilizing the 
lake with nitrates and phosphates. 


Tbe new method costs $1 1 per dunam to dear a body 
of water. This is about 35 per cent of foe cost of the 
conventional gypsum treatment, which also has foe 
disadvantage of making the water hard and unusable for 
some purposes. 

Avnimelech's method had already been successfully 
tried out in the U.S. by Agriculture Department experts 
who cooperated in its development. 

Avnimelech's method was reported in a recent issue of 
Agriculture in Asia, which appears in London. The 
report resulted in inquiries from as far afield as Malaysia, 
Thailand and India. 

One indirect request for further information came 
from foe University of Damascus, the spokeswoman 
QOted.

Military chief reinstated 

Aquino frial defendants acquitted 


MANILA. - Philippine military 
chief Fabian Ver was acquitted 
yesterday of involvement in the mur- 
der of opposition leader Benigno 
Aquino, and within hours President 
Ferdinand Marcos reinstated him as 
chief of staff of the armed forces. 

The presidential palace said Ver, 
who has been on leave of absence 
during his trial with 25 men over the 
1983 murder, delivered a letter to 
Marcos asking that he be restored to 
his position. 

tn acquitting the 25 soldiers and 
one civilian, of the murder, a three- 
, judge court rejected as “dubious'' 
one witness's testimony that she had 
seen a soldier shoot Aquino. 

It also rejected evidence from au- 
dio and videotapes from American 
and Japanese TV crews pointing to a 
soldier as the assassin, saying there 
was a possibility of error or tamper- 
ing. 

The verdict upheld the military’s 
contention that Aquino was shot on 
the Manila Airport tarmac, not on 
an airline stairway, and Marcos' re- 
peated contention that his rival was 
killed by alleged Communist Rolan- 
do Galman, whom soldiers im- 


Bonner flies 
to Italy 
for treatment 

ROME. - Yelena Bonner, wife of 
dissident Soviet physicist Andrei 
Sakharov, left Moscow by air and 
arrived in Milan last night, airline 
officials said yesterday. 

The officials, from the Italian 
national airline Alitalia, said Bonner 
had left Moscow on one of the com- 
pany’s flights yesterday afternoon. 

Bonner, 62, has been serving a 
term of internal exile with her hus- 
band. 

Clutching a bunch of red carna- 
tions, she passed through Moscow 
customs and passport control before 
going to board the plane. The flight 
was listed as having departed about 
30 minutes behind schedule. 

Bonner was to have medical treat- 
ment in Italy before leaving for the 
U.S. and a reunion with relatives in 


mediately gunned down, 

Aquino was shot August 21, 19S3, 
as soldiers escorted turn out of a 
jetliner that returned him from 
voluntary exile in the U.S.. 

The . court rejected an inquiry 
commission report which said there 
was a military assassination plot. 

The murder plunged the Philip- 
pines into its worst political and 
economic crisis since World War II. 

The reading of the 90-page verdict 
was nationally televised. 

Corazon Aquino,- the former 
senator's 52-year-old- widow, de- 
nounced the verdict and said her 
husband was “the victim of the 
trial." She is being pressed by sup- 
porters to stand against Marcos in 
presidential elections expected in 
February. 

Mrs. Aquino said the acquittal 
confirmed her belief that the truth 
would not come out while Marcos 
remained in power. 

Talking to reporters, she said: 

“X believe Mr. Marcos had to give 
the orders to kill Aquino. After all, 
we have been under one-man rule 
for a long time, so I can’t imagine 


anybody else thinking about this, 
and organizing and conspiring." 

A presidential spokesman said 
Marcos had no wish to respond to 
Mrs. Aquino's “emotional'' re- 
marks. 

Meanwhile, Rebecca Quijano,. 
who testified during the trial that she 
had seen a soldier shoot Aquino in 
the back of the head as he was 
walking down the stairway from his 
plane, said she was offered a 
$100,000 bribe to change her testi- 
mony. 

In a story published in Sunday's 
San Francisco . Examiner , Quijano 
also said she was offered a free house 
in the Philippines and a private 
plane. She is now staying in Califor- 
nia. 

She said that the ni gh t before she 
was cross-examined, she was 
brought a cardboard box with the 
money. The label on the front of the 
box read, “Philippine Central 
Bank," a government institution. 
She said that she was handed 
answers to give in court, but that she 
stuck to her story at the trial. (Reu-

Police to keep low profile at S. African funeral 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
Police yesterday reported more riot- 
ing in South Africa overnight, as 
residents of a black township near 
Pretoria prepared for a mass funeral 
of 12 victims of unrest. 

Western diplomats say they plan 
to attend the funeral today, when all 
but one of 13 people killed in Mame- 
lodi on November 21, as security 
forces broke up a mass protest 
march, will be buried. 

The killings, the worst single inci- 
dent since 20 people were shot in 
Eastern Cape Province in March, 


have prompted angry protests from 
opponents of the government. 

An anti-apartheid - priest, Nico 
Smith of. the Dutch Reformed 
Church, told reporters yesterday 
that the police had undertaken to 
keep a low profile during the funeral 
and had lifted restrictions limiting 
the number of mourners at funerals 
to5Q. 

The mainly white opposition 
Progressive Federal Party called on 
the government to establish a

One 
month before the scheduled pre- 
miere of the Fassbinder play, the 
Vorwdrts ran a background article, 
entitled “Can Jews Never be Evil?" 

In that article the “rich Jew” is 
removed from the cover of anonyin- 


thier, for them to simply pound the 
table with their fiscs and shout, 
“Goddamn Jews!" with all their 
hearts? That would at least have 
some therapeutic value. 

Instead of carrying on endless and 
fruitless debates about, the freedom 
of the arts and foe inadmissibility of 
censorship, it would be for more 
satisfying, and more honest, to simp- 
ly admit that Fassbinder's play states 
loudy and dearly exactly foe way “it 
thinks" inside many, many people in 
.Germany. 

Mncfa like a pornographic movie, 
the main attraction of foe play lies in 
its allowing the andiene* to hear 
their own thoughts spoken out loud 
without having to stand up for them. 

All these marvellous comments, 
responses, seif-portrayals and self- 
exposures are owed to a single play, 
written on a flight to New York (or 
Los Angeles or Dakar or wherever) , 
and about whose artistic value critics 
are anything but unanimous. And 
now, before receiving a single prop- 
er performance, it has been cancel- 
led. 

The Jewish community of Frank- 
furt can chalk up a victory and every- 
one who always knew about the 
power of foe Jews has been given 
■ new fuel for his thoughts. 

I AM NOT certain whether the 
performance of the play would have 
been the lesser evil than its cancella- 
tion, but I am fairly certain that the 
anti-Fassbinder front is celebrating a 
victory which will soon be proving 
itself highly Pyrrhic in nature. On 
November 27, German Television's 
prime-time schedule included the 
film Shadow of the Future, by Wolf- 
gang Bergmann. 

The film was originally scheduled 
to be shown on November 13, until 
at the last moment, it occurred to 
someone in the programming de- 
partment that the date was embrras- 
singly dose to the anniversary of 
Kristafinacht. For reasons of piety, it 
was rescheduled for two weeks later. 

The film’s subject is a question, 
namely, “What do we Germans have 
to do with the Israel/Palestine con- 
flict?” 

Here, again, we are dealing with a 
tactical question, and in a press re- 
lease, the young filmmaker gives us 
his answer: “Due to our historic 
experiences,'- we Germans have a 
special responsibility toward peace 
and International understanding in 
foe world. 

The First World War, and’ foe 
expulsion and extermination of 
Europe's Jews by National Socialism 
created many problems, a number of 
which remain unsolved to this day... 
Today, we Germans still have a 
cramped relationship toward Jews, 
as can be seen in the rising trend of ' 
animosity toward foreigners.” >

BY POSING the question as to 
'whether the attacks on Jewish res- 
taurants are spontaneous anti-Israel 
protests or revivals of the old anti- 
Semitism, the filmmaker gives us 
strong reasons to suspect that his 
problems are not merely of a politic- 
al. but also of a mental nature. 

At the start of his film, Bergmann 
reveals a further dilemma. As photo- 
graphs showing mountains of dead 
bodies in a concentration camp are 
shown, the narrative voice tells us, 

- "My father took me to see a film 
which was supposed to explain what 
had happened is tbe Second World 
War, He had been forced to be a part 
of it, coo, hadn’t had any 
choice, he said. 

“Some of those pictures I still 
cannot forget. How was it possible? 
Why hadn’t my parents known? 
Why hadn’t they offered any resist- 
ance?” 

Like Holefleisch, Bergmann has a 
family problem. He asks why his 
parents hadn't know what was being 
done, implicitly accepting tbe idea 
that they really hadn’t known as a 
fact. 

Presumably, his father went to a 
film explaining the war so that be, 
too, could find out what had hap- 
pened in that war he had been forced 
to be apart of. 

Rather than confronting his pa- 
rents and asking whether it was truly 
possible that they did not have any 
idea about what was happening aU 
around them, Bergmann prefers to 
show his "concern about the future 
of foe Jews in Israel.” 

Bergmann shows footage of Jew- 
ish children standing behind the 
fences of Auschwitz, their shirt- 
sleeves rolled up, exposing the num- 
bers tattooed on foeir arms; the 
narrator speak: ‘These are the liber- 
ated children of Auschwitz. They are 
a warning to us all. What has come of - 
their longing for a more human fu- 
ture and a more secure home in 
Israel?” 

FOR A BRIEF moment the viewer 
is left to believe he will be seeing a 
film about these survivors. Then, 
suddenly, it becomes clear what the 
liberated children of Auschwitz are 
being used for. 

A low whistling sound grows loud- 
er, draws nearer. It is the sound of a 
falling bomb. At the veiy moment it 
is heard exploding, the faces on the 
screen change. The children of Au- 
schwitz are gone and now we see tbe 
war-torn city of Beirut, the Palesti- 
nian refugee camps Sabra and Sfaatil- 
la and the war’s victims - the chil-

“Can r, as a German, criticize 
Israel without becoming anti- 
Semitic, and do I have therightto be 
concerned about the future of foe 
Jews in Israel? Are foe bombing 
attacks on Jewish restaurants and 


fells -ils foaf^a-Jewishr man living in 
Germany” had been reminded of 
Babi Yar, where foe SS had had Jews 
slaughtered by the native Ukrai- 
nians, and even Bergmann himself 
said be had been unable to keep 
himself from “drawing comparisons 
with National Socialism." 

The message is dear. The Israelis 
are doing to foe Palestinians what 
the Nazis did to foe Jews. This is 
Bergmann's contribution to what 
philosopher Jfirgen Habermas calls 


. "the de-problematization Of tbe 

• past,” the next step after successful 
i “family recondliation.*' The Jews 

take on foe roles of foe Nazis, foe 
t Palestinians take on the role of the 
Jews and Wolfgang Bergmann is 
there to stand up for foe persecuted 

• and fight the persecutors who, in this 

■ case, conveniently happen, to be 
‘ Jewish Nazis. 

Bergmann now has foe chance to 
1 make up for foe resistance his pa- 
1 rents neglected to offer and, killing a 
second bird with tbe same stone, to 
eliminate any residual guilt he may 
have felt toward his parents’ victims. 
It all works out very nicely. 

“How is it possible,” asks Berg- 
mann, “that foe Jews, who bad suf- 
fered so much themselves, could 
lead such a brutal war in Lebanon?" 
Funny, isn’t it? After all, weren’t the 
concentration camps primarily con- 
cerned with rehabilitation? And 
wasn’t the purpose of submitting the 

• inmates to such severe trials solely to 
make better persons of them? 

The closet anti-Semites can only 
be enjoying foeir secret lust behind 
disguises. They clothe their passion 
in “the garb of theoretical propos- 
als," according to Sartre. They 
speak of tbe need to do away with 
taboos, of the end of restraint and 
the start of normalization. They 
want to know whether bombing Jew- 
ish restaurants might not be a form 
of spontaneous, anti-Israel protest 
and complain about their cramped 
relationship with the Jews. 

But whatever garb they clothe it 
in, what they mean is always the 
same: after 40 years of restraint, 
when the whole nation was required 
to love them, it ought to finally be 
allowed again for Germans not to 
like Jews. 

It is not the characters in Fassbin- 
der's play who behave like anti- 
Semites, but the people in the 
theatre audience who shout to the 
Jewish demonstrators on stage, 
“Leave us alone with your Au- 
schwitz!" Your Auschwitz? Whose 
Auschwitz? 

“Without Auschwitz, no Israel," 

■ says Bergmann, citing Nahum Gold- 
maiin, and expanding foe thought to 
“Without Auschwitz, no expulsions 
of foe Palestinians." 

That may or. may nor be correct, 
but Bergmann would do far better to 
concern himself with a slightly diffe- 
rent problem: without anti-Semitism 
in Germany, no Auschwitz. But that 
would entail focusing his attention 
on his own parents again, and the 
whole projection of both his prob- 
lems and those of German history 
onto the Judean desert would be 
spoiled and German television audi- 
ences would be robbed of a chance to 
see one more pretentious and super- 
fluous contribution to their evening 
entertainment. 

Oy gevalt ! What complicated^, 
maneuvers, what amaring feats' of 
emotional acrobatiraH^^Bjqiressr 
a feeling of distaste wWch foe honest 
anti-Semite Wagner described with- 
out foe slightest embarrassment: 
“Whenever one sees a Jew, one 
immediately senses a feeling of re- 
vulsion.” 

It may be a long time before a Jew 
in Germany is able to find an anti- 
Semite he can trust to watch bis 
suitcase.

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Helping local makers of wool 
garments stand up to synthetics

TEL AVIV. - The strong likelihood 
that the Free Trade Area agreement 
with the U.S. will encourage Israeli 
manufacturers of wool garments to 
mount a sales assault on the Amer- 
ican market, recently brought the 
managing director of the Intema- 
aonal Wool Seer Cretan at (TWS), 
Dr. John McPhee, to this country. 
He was accompanied by his director 
of market development, Helmut 
Schumacher, of Duesseldorf, West 
Germany. The local representative 
of the FWS is Irwin Seltzer. 

McPhee, who comes from Eng- 
land, explained that the IWS was a 
body supported by the principal 
wool producers .in tbe western 
world. Its task is to assist producers 
of pure wool garments to hold the 
line against synthetic fabrics. At pre- 
sent, pure wool commands a price 
about three times as high as synthetic 
fibres, and the IWS is doing every- 
thing to see that this price differen- 
tial remains. 

At present, Israel imports about 
four milli on kilograms of wool a year 
and exports two million kilograms, 
mainly to Europe, and especially to 
England. Very little goes to the U.S. 

“The facilities we have seen here, 
such as the Australian Wool Indus- 
try plant in Ashdod, indicate quite 


dearly that the quality of wool being 
processed here is very high," Schu- 
macher said. 

The problem is that quality is not 
enough; the garments must possess a 
flair that will catch the American eye 
and thus sell faster than those of the 
competitors. 

The visitors found that the student 
designers at the Shenkar school in 
Tel Aviv possess such a flair, and the 
next problem was to find factories 
willing to take the risk of producing 
their designs. McPhee found thar the 
smaller plants - 42 Israeli concerns 
are members of the IWS - were 
much more flexible than the larger 
ones when it came to innovative 
designs. 

The job of promoting wool has 
been eased considerably of late due 
to the trend around the world to 
return to natural foods, clothes and 
fibres. “What we are trying to do is 
to help designers top this wave, so 
that it picks up momentum.'’ 

Australia is the largest sheep 
breeding country in the world, with 
140 million head. (Russia is second, 
but does not belong to the IWS.) 
Then comes New Zealand, with 
70m. head of sheep; South Africa 
with 30m.; and Uruguay and Brazil, 
each with 20m. Sheep raising in 
Israel, by world standards, is negligi- 
ble. In all, the IWS accounts for 
some 1 .3 billion kilograms of wool a

year, with each sheep producing four 
to five kilograms. 

As for consumption, China is first 
but it is also a large producer, im- 
porting only half of the 160m. kilo- 
grams it uses each year. Both Japan 
and the U.S. also consume almost 
160m. kg. each, followed by West 
Germany, with 140m. kg. 

As for actual use per capita. New 
Zealand is first, with about three 
kilograms; followed by Switzerland, 
2.5 kg.; West Germanv. 2.1 ke: 
England, 1.4 kg.; Japan and Italy, 
1.2 kg. each. The U.S. uses only 800 
grams per person, while in Israel the 
figure is only 500 grams. 

An average skirt or sweater con- 
tains about half a kilogram of wool.

TEL AVIV. - The Manufacturers 
Association yesterday threatened to 
publish a “black list” of all those 
cities which were “milking dry” in- 
dustrial concerns within their bor- 
ders in order to pay off municipal 
debts. 

This was stated yesterday by Uri 
Menasbe, head of the association’s 
economic department, who said: 
“This black list will warn existing 
industries to move their plants, and 
it wfll make otbeT investors think 
twice about setting up plants in these 
cities. ’’ In addition, a series of legal 
steps were also being planned 
against these local authorities, he 
said. 

Menasbe claimed that “in the past 
these cities invited ns to set up plants 
within their boundaries by making 
all sorts of promises of lower amona 
rates and other taxes. But once the 
plant is built and equipped, and the 
workers are hired, we are sitting 
ducks for the cities who reverse their 
policy and demand exhorbitant 
rates, knowing that we cannot move. 

“There is. moreover, absolutely 
no relation between the rates we 
have to pay and the services local 
authorities provide. We must' pay 
extra for garbage disposal and for 
approach roads, among other 
things." 


Exporters decry loss of $77m. sub sidy

TEL AVIV. - The head of the 
Export Institute, Ya’acov Even- 
Ezra, yesterday attacked the 
cabinet’s recent decision to reduce 
help to exporters by $77 million. 

“He result will be that there will 
be no growth in exports. We ex- 
pected this $77m. to generate four 
times as much again in exports, that 
is to say, another $3 00m. in the 
1986/87 fiscal year.” He believed 
that in the first half of 1986 exports 
would continue more or less at then- 
present rate. 


Even-Ezra pointed out that the 
shortfall of J77m. meant more or less 
that places of work for about one 
thousand workers would not be cre- 
ated. 

“True, cuts have to be made in die 
budget, bat they should be made in 
the government’s own activities. 
There is plenty of fat that can be 
trimmed there," he added. 

Even-Ezra said that the worst 
thing about the cut was that it was in 
direct contradiction to the govern- 
ment's stated policy of stimulating a 
wave of economic growth.

U.S. curtails steel 
imports from Europe 

WASHINGTON (AP). - The gov- 
ernment, concerned about preserv- 
ing jobs in the U.S. mills , banned 
most steel imports from the Euro- 
pean Community on Friday because 
the ten member countries failed to 
approve an agreement to limit their 
shipments. 

The only exception, the U.S. gov- 
ernment said, would be steel pipes 
and tubes. 

Britain delayed European approv- 
al of the November 1 accord because 
it wants assurances that it can ship at 
least 300,000 tons of unfinished steel 
next year to a plant in. Tuscaloosa^ 
Alabama, according to a European 
source. The British are said to have 
an interest in the plant.

Menashe said that the cities were 
afraid to increase Tates for househol- 
ders, since those could vote them out 
of office at the next election. “But 
industry has no vote; so we are the 
vic tims .** 

Menashe said that each city 
charged rates for industry “as it sees 
fit.” For example, Tel Aviv charges 
IS7.070 a square metre a year, while 
Lod was charging IS20.000 a square 
metre. (Due to protests this has been 
reduced to IS16.000). “Lod is more 
expensive evidently because of the 
noise of the airplanes.” 

Moreover, each city raised its 
rates as it saw fit, he said. While the 
cost-of-living index rose by 8,900 % 
since 1983, Holon raised its rates by 
9,300 %, while Lod had done so by 
16,700%. 

The speaker demanded that tbe 
interior ministry take the entire mat- 
ter of municipal rates under its su- 
pervision and see to it that each city 
charged a fair rate. Moreover, each 
dty should provide industry with a 
ten-year schedule of “real” rates, so 
industrial concerns could plan accor- 
dingly. At present, rates were equal 
to 10 % of the wage bill. 

Menasbe admitted that the in- 
terior ministry didn’t want to tackle 
the problem because it feared poli- 
tical repercussions. There was also 
the fact that it might be asked to 
provide the cities with money to pay 
their debts. 

“The present situation cannot 
continue; and if it does for more than 
another few months, we will have to 
publish our black list,” he con- 
cluded.

QUESTION: —Several months ago 


Eurobonds denominated in ECU- K 
was told that the interest to be earned 
was better than that on dollar, Ger- 
man mark, Swiss franc or Japanese 
yen bonds. I did not follow the advice 
because I did not understand what 
ECU stands for. Now I am told that 
the dollar value of these bonds has 
gone np considerably over the last 
few months. Can yon please wphiri 
why ECU bonds were a good invest- 
ment and whether they still are to- 
day? 

ANSWER: — ECU stands for 
European Currency Unit. Bonds 
issued in European Currency Units 
represent a currency which in effect 
is a basket of currencies. The con- 
cept is to diversify the currency risk, 
both for the borrower and the ten- 
der. In your case, you are the ten- 
der. 

The ECU, as the name implies, 
consists of a basket that includes a 
number of the European community 
currencies with varying weights 
attached to each. Tbe weights repre- 
sent the approximate proportion of 
the importance of a currency, vis-4- 
vis the other currencies and the dol- 
lar.

As currency levels stand now, the 
ECU bonds have lost tbe shining 
appeal they had three months 
ago. They should be considered pri- 
marily by those who believe that the 
dollar will continue to weaken 
appreciably in the future.

In looking up 
tbe specified bond Admon 2503, the 
recent price was 143.9, or 143.9% of 
its nominal value. 

If youmultiply 1,194346 by 1.439. 
which is the equivalent of 143.9% , 
you will get tie shekel value of your 
bonds - IS1 ,718.664. To express 
the shekels into dollar terms, divide 
the amount of shekels by the bank's 
price for one dollar, namely 
IS1, 486.66. The result is $1,156. 

This does not inlude the bank's or 
broker's commissions or foreign cur- 
rency purchase levies. The calcula- 
tion described above is suitable for 
all shekel-denominated securities 
and could serve you as a model for all 
future calculations.

At the European close, the green- 
back was quoted at 2 .5185 marks up 
from its two-year low of 2.4923 ear- 
lier yesterday, and above its Euro- 
pean dose on Friday of 2.5075. 

The firmer dollar sent gold futures 
crashing in New York forcing foe 
price of gold bullion for immediate 


or spot delivery below 5320 an 
ounce, to 5319.25, its lowest since 
September 20, this year. On Friday it 
closed in London at $325. 

But foe underlying trend of the 
dollar is still seen as down, in view of 
a growing conviction among finan- 
cial analysts that foe Reagan admi- 
nistration wants an even lower dollar 
to help reduce foe massive U.S. 
trade deficit. 

Is London, sterling briefly rose 
above $1.50 for the first time in more 
than two years, encouraged by com 
paratively high sterling interest 
rates, dealers said. It closed at 
$3.4885. 

The dollar firmed against foe yen 
in London trading rising to 203.75 
yen after dropping dose to 200 last 
week.

ILC. 
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Doused, but smouldering 


THE OFFICIAL word is that the looming crisis with the U.S. 
over what has come to be known as the Pollard affair is 
practically settled. 

Certainly this country's friends in the U.S.. not least in the 
Reagan administration, heaved a sigh of relief when the 
government's conrrite apology for the acts of espionage 
allegedly committed on its behalf by Jonathan Jay Pollard, the 
U.S. Navy analyst, was published on Sunday. So did the 
members of the Conference of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations assembled, by coincidence, in Jerusalem, 
this week. The feared damage to Israel’s good name in America 
was contained, and the ghost of Jewish “dual loyalty" was laid 
in time. 

Or so it appeared. Secretary of State George Shultz, with 
whom Premier Shimon Peres had discussed Israel's response, 
voiced complete satisfaction. He predicted that the injury to 
Isrucl-U.S. relations would be short-term and that the rela- 
tionship itself might even be strengthened as a result. 

But it would be premature to assume- that the monumentally 
stupid spying affair has entirely blown over. It remains to be 
seen whether Mr. Shultz's views will affect the U.S. assistant 
attorney general Stephen Trott, who is plainly eager to obtain a 
conviction for espionage against Mr. Pollard. 


Mr. Trott has publicly indicated that be would not be 
satisfied with the submission by Israel of all the documents 
supposedly passed on by Mr. Pollard to his alleged Israeli 
recruiters, nor with the interrogation of the head of the Israeli 
intelligence unit involved in the affair: he wants all Israeli 
officials implicated in the case to be personally questioned by 
emissaries of the U.S. Justice Department, even if on Israeli 
soil. In effect, he wants Israel to demonstrate cooperation with 
its American friend by abasing itself in a manner befitting not a 
sovereign state but a confirmed satellite. 


There is. it seems, a not inconsiderable group of Americans, 
not ail of them by any means hostile to Israel, who believe that 
this country must be duly punished for spitting, as it were, into 
the well from which it draws its sustenance. They will not 
necessarily be mollified by the government’s pledges to “lay 
bare the facts, down to the minutest detail, regardless of where 
they may lead." to disband “the unit involved in the opera- 
tion." and to take measures “to ensure that activities of this 
nature" - spying, that is, on the U.S. - “do not recur." 


Nor will these Americans necessarily accept the argument 
that, in today's world, everybody spies on everybody, that the 
U.S. itself spies on Israel, that the only sin in spying -as ex-CIA 
head Richard Helms has observed - is getting caught, and that 
the initiative in the Pollard case did not , in any case, come from 
Israel's political leadership. The Israel-American connection, 
they will insist, is sui generis, and common standards of 
international behaviour cannot, and must not, be applied to it. 

They will not be entirely wrong. The Pollard affair is, among 
other "things, one more manifestation of that critical Israeli 
dependence on the U.S.. against which warnings have been 
sounded in the past without being taken very seriously. The 
need to reduce that dependence is one of the lessons of the 
Pollard affair - besides the need to so restructure the country's 
intelligence community that it really never happens again. 


Taxes called cuts 


IN ANOTHER “marathon" debate on the budget the cabinet 
solemnly resolved on Sunday night to cut next year's appropria- 
tions by another S40G million, and to search for ways to increase 
the cut to $600 million. Reactions to the decision varied 
considerably. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i is reported to be content 
with it: the chief architect of the economic recovery program- 
me. Prof. Michael Bruno, has not hidden his dismay. 

The fact is that such budget cuts as were decided are mainly 
the juggling of bookkeeping entries. 

The $100 million that is to be cut from the defence budget is not 
only little more than half of what the budget draftsmen wanted: 
it is no cut at all. but the forfeiting, by the Defence Ministry, of 
a claim for reimbursement of money that had already been 
spent. Most of the other cuts are of the same kind. Thus, the 
transfer to the Treasury of funds accumulated by government 
corporations is equivalent to the postponement of planned 
reductions in taxes. 

As always, the remaining cuts are tax increases by another 
name, and they arc designed to bear down most heavily on 
those least able to bear them. 

It is debatable whether an additional budget reduction in 
fiscal 19 t S(>is really necessary or useful in an economy already in 
recession. It is also a matter for legitimate debate whether it is 
the height of economic wisdom right now to accumulate foreign 
currency reserves, official as well as unofficial, instead of 
utilizing the emergency aid granted by the U.S. and the 
reduction in the import surplus to revive economic growth. 

After all, the government has not printed any money since 
the beginning of the present fiscal year: there is no sign of 
demand pressures that are likely to refuel inflation, and there is 
no run on foreign currency. There has been a massive 
improvement in the foreign current account balance, and most 
other indicators of the economy's performance argue against 
another dose of Thatcherism. 

The government would have done better to have hammered 
out a consistent and comprehensive programme for harnessing 
the remarkable success of its policy so far - together with 
American aid and other favourable external circumstances 
right now. such as the fall in the value of the dollar and declining 
commodity prices - in the service of recovery.

AN AMERICAN Jew spying for 
Israel, knocking on die doors of the 
Israel Embassy in Washington, de- 
manding his rights under the Law of 
Return - this is the Zionist dream 
turned into a nightmare. No ideolo- 
gy, certainly not Zionism, deserves 
to be taken that seriously. An Israeli 
would be unlikely to make a similar 
error. 

Certainly not the main-line intelli- 
gence agencies. But let’s be candid: 
the official policy not to exploit 
American Jews, or even American 
passports, for intelligence missions, is 
Jess consistent logically with the pre- 
vailing Zionist ideology, if more in 
tune with pragmatic realities, than 
the bizarre behaviour of Mr. Pollard 
and those who utilized his services. 

The Knesset majority that recent- 
ly enacted a law banning parties chat 
do not recognize Israel as the state of 
the Jewish people meant what they 
said. Their performance, of course, 
was not meant to be played in South 
Bend, Indiana. Let it be recalled, 
however, that it was once seriously 
proposed to appoint Ariel Sharon as 
Minister for Overseas Jews. But 
when it comes to serious matters, 
like espionage, we usually know how 
to make the relevant distinctions, 
putting Zionist ideology in its place - 
that is. out of the way. 

The problem of dual loyalty, im- 
plicit in the prevailing version of 
Zionist ideology, has surfaced dra- 
matically in the Pollard incident. 
The betrayal of trust involved is 
hardly the focus of the issue, which 
has much deeper roots and much 
broader ramifications. As a catalyst. 


however, its consequences may be 
enduring, even after the pathology it 
represents has teen effectively re- 
moved. 

Dual loyalty is not a normal prob- 
lem of a normal nation. The fact that 
it exists shows how far we are from 
the normalization of Jewish life that 
was the primordial aim of Zionism. 

Prof. Joseph Agassi, the Tel Aviv 
University philosopher, has pro- 
duced a challenging analysis of the 
issue in his recent Religion and 
Nationality: Towards an Israeli 
National Identity (Papyrus, Tel Aviv 
University, 1984). The root of the 
problem, in Agassi's view, is that 
Israel has not developed into a nor- 
mal nation-state in the Western 
liberal tradition, in which the state 
represents a social contract with its 
citizens. 

Instead the reigning ideology is a 
Zionist myth, as Agassi characte- 
rizes it, at variance with the political 
Zionism of Zionism's founder. Re- 
garding Israel as the stare of the 
dispersed Jewish people, as in the 
recent Knesset legislation, con- 
ceived as a religious-national entity, 
this version of Zionism tends toward 
theocracy and the exclusivity of a 
sovereign ghetto. 

In Agassi’s view, this abnormal 
concept of statehood lies at the heart 
of the abnormality in relations with 
the Arab minority within Israel , with 
Israel’s neighbours and with Jews 
abroad. Without the recognition of 
an Israeli national identity, disting- 
uishing between Jewish citizens and 
non-citizens, the problem of dual 


loyalty, be contends, is inevitable 
and insoluble. 

THE CREATION of the State of 
Israel, Agassi maintains, should 
have produced a revolution in Jew- 
ish life, leading to the creation of an 
Israeli national identity, on the one 
hand, and the elimination of Exile as 
a m eaning ful description of Jewish 
existence in the free nations of the 
West, on the other. The confessional 
community of world Jewry would 
continue, but freed from political 
obligations or conflicting loyalties. , 
For Agassi, this is a return to the 
original Heizlian insight, to true 
political Zionism. 

Professor Agassi's Israeli national 
identity would define the problem of 
dual loyalty out of existence. Prof. 
Pnina Lahav, a constitutional law 
expert, thinks it can be lived with. It 
is a cohabitation, however, which 
depends on the f ulfilm ent of certain 
conditions. 

' In a searching analysis in these 
pages (January 15, 1984) Lahav 
argued that American Zionism, 
since the days of Justice Louis.Bran- 
deis, its acknowledged leader in the 
formative period of the early post- 
World War I period, resolved the 
issue of dual loyalty by assuming that 
a future Jewish State would be in the 
literal, progressive tradition that 
Brandeis espoused. In the Brandeis 
formulation, multiple loyalties were 
not inconsistent, unless they were in 
conflict 

It follows from Professor Lahav ’s 
view that developments in Israel, let 
alone espionage activity in the U.S. , 
that negate basic articles of the 
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American creed would bring the 
issue of dual loyalty to the fore. 
Therefore, at the operational level, 
tbe Agassi and Lahav models could 
converge. An Israel that embraced 
,an exclusive, • anti-humanist, 
theocratic nationalism of tbe 
Kahane variety, for example, would 
bring Agassi’s anti-Herzlian Zionist 
myth to its ultimate extreme. It 
would also negate the conditions for 
the avoidance of the problem of dual 
loyalty for American Zionists, in the 
Lahav formulation . 

The Pollard affair will create 
waves within the American Jewish 
community. Non -involvement in 
Israeli behaviour and policy deci- 
sions ceases to be a viable position 


for American Jewish leadership 
when their vital interests are 
affected. 

Israeli actions touching tbe heart 
of the American Eaith will challenge 
the loyalties of American Jews, as 
Lahav suggests. At the same time, as 
Agassi poir out, the prevailing 
Zionist ideology implies the legi- 
timacy of non-Israeli Jewish press- 
ure in Israel affairs. 

The greater the threat to Amer- 
ican Jewish concerns, tbe more 
tangible this pressure is likely to he. . 
The automatic support that Israel’s 1 
actions have received from the 
American Jewish community may he 
a thing of the past.

A working dialogue

Singer participated in the prepara- 
tions for the conference (which he 
now says sbould sever have been 
held) and was himself due to go to 
Rome as one of the speakers, bat 
instead sent a representative with 
tbe information that he could not 
leave New York because of urgent 
business related to Soviet Jewry. 
The day the conference opened he 
informed the New York Times (but 
not the Jewish delegation) that he 
had stayed away in protest. Now he 
tells The Post “I considered coming 
along to Rome to break up -the 
proceedings but decided to do it 
from home.” This from the execu- 
tive head of an organization whose 
five delegates comprised a quarter of 
the Jewish delegation and referring 
to a body, the UCIC (the Interna- 
tional Jewish Committee for Inter- 
religious Consultation), which that 
very day was defined by the re- 
spected Cardinal Willebrands as 
“tbe only official linking body we 


have between the Holy See and the 
Jewish co mmunit y-” 

As I sat in that room in the Vati- 
can, engaged in a searching review 
both of the achievements of the past 
20 years and of the many deep prob- 
lems still dividing us, and how they 
should be approached with mutual 
understanding, the news of tbe 
Times interview arrived. I could not 
help remembering another ancient 
confrontation between Jews and Ro- 
mans, and bow it was undermined by 
internal Jewish dissension, the so- 
called “Wars of the Jews.” 

The positive achievements of tbe 
past 20 years should not have to be 
defended: not only the rejection of 
the deidde implications, but the par- 
ticipation of the Catholic Church in 
the fight against anti-Semitism; its 
revision of its liturgy, textbooks, and 
catechisms; the remarkable state- 
ments of Bishops' Conferences; the 
cooperation at grass-roots level; the 
revision in the attitude to the Phar- 
isees and the stress on tbe Jewish 
origins of Christianity; and, perhaps 
most important of all, the end of the 


Catholic mission to the Jews, after 
the many traumatic centuries of the 
missionary experience. All this is 
dismissed as “a Curia-like crawl." 


THE VATICAN'S way are indeed 
sometimes tortuous, and this will nof 
be revolutionized by Jewish orga- 
nizations. The record of progress 
speaks for itself, and this applies 
even to the relations with Israel, on 
which Singer is particularly scathing. 
Twenty years ago, the Declaration 
refused to mention Israel; today the 
Pope is prepared to state, “For the 
Jewish people who live in the State 
of Israel and who preserve in that 
land such precious testimonies to 
their history and faith, we must ask 
for the desired security and the due 
tranquillity chat is the prerogative of 
every nation and condition of life 
and of progress for every society.” 
Of course we are looking for practic- 
al expressions, especially in the form 
of diplomatic ties, but in view of the 
strength of conservative elements 
and of Moslem influences attemp- 
ting to dissuade the Vatican from

any gestures to the Jews and to 
Israel, this too is an achievement of 
combined Israeli and Jewish efforts. 

When the Pope received Yasser 
Arafat in 1982, the Jewish commit- 
tee (UCIC) suspended relations for 
half a year and only resumed them 
after a high-level meeting in which 
tbe views of the committee on the 
subjects both of Arafat and of ties 
with Israel (which Singer complains 
have been ignored) were argued 
most frankly. 

Singer’s remark that “in our meet- 
ings with the Vatican we are shunted 
off to a special Jew bench, the Com- 
mission for Religious Relations with 
tbe Jews, which is like going to the 
White House to speak to the hymie 
liaison office” distorts the fact that it 
took JO years of pressure from the 
Jews to obtain the establishment of 
that commission , which put Catholic 
relations with Jews in a special categ- 
ory, instead of classifying us with 
other non-Christian faiths. 

One of the important statements 
made by the Pope to our consulta- 
tion was the reaffirmation of that 
special relationship: “a relationship 
which could be called a real ‘paren- 
tage’ and which we have with the 
Jewish religious community alone, 
notwithstanding our many connec- 
tions with other world relig- 
ions... This ’link’ can be called a 
‘sacred’ one,” the Pope asserted. 

Singer’s characterization of UCIC 
as “a group of unadvised delegates” 
is a further insult to a body of people 
who have specialized in the field 
over many .years, especially to his 
own predecessor as secretary- 


general of the WJC. Dr. Gerhard 
Riegner, the moving spirit in UCIC 
- since its foundation some 15 years’ 
ago. 

The Rome meeting, which Singer 
calls “demeaning,” was in fact die 
most impressive encounter yet of the 
Jewish-Cathoiic Liaison Committee, 
a wide-ranging examination of 
where relations stand, conducted 
with the utmost openness but at the 
same time with an often moving 
desire to progress together. Tbe final 
programme adopted included joint 
action against fanaticism and reli- 
gious extremism (which Singer 
claims was ignored) and a joint study 
of the implications of the Holocaust. 


IF ANYTHING is “demeaning” to 
world Jewry, it is Singer’s call to the 
Israel cabinet “to give guidance on 
how to order our relationship with 
the_ Vatican and with the Christian 
world." The Israel cabinet can and 
sbould give guidance on all issues 
concerned with the Vatican and 
Israel, but to suggest that it should 
have jurisdiction over world Jewry 's 
overall relationship with the Catho- 
lic Church is an affront to world 
Jewry, which has its own agenda, 
stemming from its proximity to 
Catholics, with many living in 
Catholic countries. On these issues, 
world Jewry should be paid the re- 
spect of making its own decisions, 
and not having to accept ukases from 
the Israel Government. 

A regrettable aspect of the public 
and undignified dispute is that the 
viewpoint of Singer (and of Arthur 
Hertzberg quoted in the same arti- 
cle) merit serious discussion. There 
is room for profound reconsidera- 
tion of the dialogue and its direc- 
tions. But the place for this is within _ 
tbe appropriate Jewish circles, and ' 
not in the columns of the New York 
Times.
